Possible New U-Boat Attacks 
In Canada’s Coastal Waters 
Are Seen by Navy Minister 


OTTAWA, April 4.—(CP)—Navy Minister Macdonald 
last night warned the Commons of possible new U-boat at- 
tacks in Canadian coastal waters, and outlined the navy's 


Pacific plans. 


Reviewing the year ended 
March 31, he said fighting ship 
strength had increased from 250 
to 370, auxiliaries from 450 to 559 
and personnel from 80,000 to 95,- 
000. In the year the navy lost a 
destroyer, a frigate, four cor- 
vettes, a minesweeper and two 
torpedo boats. A casualty figure 
for the year was not available, 
but Mr. Macdonald said the total 
for the war period had reached 
2,241 on Feb. 28. 

He listed naval losses 
destroyer Athabaska, the frigate 
Valleyfield, the corvettes Regira 
Alberni, Shawinigan and Trenton- 
ian and the minesweeper Clayo- 
quot 

Canadian crews scored definitely 
- ten U-boats and were 
credited with six probables in the 
last year The “wonderful” year”

649—than in all previous years 
of the war. 

MAY NOT RUN AGAIN 

Mr. Macdonald did not indicate

“Under tactics of this kind there 
is no reason to believe that Cana- 
dian coastal waters will be free 
from these under water marauders. 
It may well be that we shall have 
submarine attacks in Canadian 
waters om an increased scale.”

Is Seen as Gravest Menace Today 


The gravest menace in this 
country today is the spiritual illit- 
eracy of our young people, Rev 
Dr. J. S. Thomson, president of 
the University of Saskatchewan 
told the graduating class of St 
Stephen's College at convocation 
ceremonies Tuesday night. Dr 
Thomson addressed in particular 
the six theological students who 
received diplomas, one of whorn 
has been ordained and the others 
are scheduled to be ordained in 
May. 

“You could not have a better 
prepared seedbed for every kind 
of ugly growth.” Dr. Thomson con- 
tinued, “not excluding Fascism, and 

all that we have reason to fear and 
hate. Your enterprise is a great 
one. The world has need of you 

“You must not attempt to be 
smart or clev<,,” Dr. Thomson ad- 
vised the chsologians. “Nothing is 
so v*.erly damnable in this world 
<4 tragic issues than the preaching 
that becomes a species of public 
entertainment. Leave that to the 
clowns of the radio and the picture 
house 


GREAT TEMPTATION 


“I do not minimize any function 
of the holy ministry, but it is very 
easy to become a vapid busybod: 
mistaking geniality for spiritual in- 
fluence. You are entering a life of 


great temptations, but also full of 
superb opportunities 
“The world in which you w 


serve as ministers is in desperat 
need of the tonic power of a new 
hope. Hope is the most permanent 
of life's necessities 

“Here then is at least one 
spring of that many-sided stream 
that flows through human life 
and history we cal! by the gen- 
eral name of religion,” Dr. Thom- 
son said. “And can you imagine 
any cleansing and refreshing in- 
fluence that could come to the 
world to equal the effects of 
some flood of hope from which 
men could draw new life with 
utter and unreserved confidence. 
There's your work, by your life 
and service to persuade and teach 
men in this fundamental realm of 
faith.” 

Theology is relevant to the cen- 
tral and decisive concern of faith 
in the life of men and nations, Dr 
Thomson continued. “We are not 
asked to answer question 
often raised with great earn 
as whether a God in 
whom men can put their trust. B 
whatever name they call Him 
it, men cannot help believing in 
God, even if the God is only them-

CALGARY, April 4~—(CP)— 
Mr. Justice W. F. Carroll of Hali- 
fax, chairman of 2 royal com- 
mission on coal, said during a 
hearing here yesterday that state- 
ments had been made that rail- 
ways treated coal operators un- 
fairly in making purchases, but 
mo evidence had been heard to 
bear out this complaint. 

Toe commissioner made his state- 
ment after J. J. Frawley of Edmon- 
ton, commission counsel, had exam- 
ined T. G. Ewart of Fernie, B.C 
assistant to the president of the 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal Company, 
on methods of selling coal to the 
raliways 

Mr. Ewart said that companies 
selling coal to railways usually re- 
ceived a letter inviting them to bid, 
and they did so knowing the busi- 
ness was competitive. Later they 
were informed whether the bid had 
been successful 

Answering Angus Morrison of 
Calgary, a commission member 
and an official of the United Mine 
Workers of America, Mr. Ewart 
said he knew nothing of confer- 
ences to which mine operators 
might be summoned by the rail- 
ways and the price the railways 
would pay for coal set forth. 

The railways provided “the real 
market” for western coal, with sec- 
ondary operations, genera! industry 
| and commercial needs totalling less 
| than 25 per cent of business. War 
time conditions had restricted the 
movement of western coal to the 
east and had brought United States 
coal into the prairie area again. The 
association members found they 
could compete in the Manitoba mar- 
ket without government assistance 
but they could not obtain a market 
in Ontario without help.
